WOMEN’S PARTY HOPEFUL 


Predicts Amendment Will Pass 
in Time for. Women to_Vote - 
-in National Election. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 6.—Gov- 
ernor Townsend today issued a procla- 
mation calling the Delaware Legisla- 
ture in special session on March 22. 

The objects specified by the Governor | 
in the proclamation -are: 

Action on the équal suffrage ‘amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution, leg- 
islation to avoid an undue increase in 
the school taxes; and an appropriation 
for the new bridge across.the Brandy- 
wine River at Wilmington.

The suffrage workers have now.’ ob- 
tained ratification by thirty-three States. 
They are apparently certain of obtain- 
ing ratification in Washington State, 
Where the Legislature will meet also 
on March 22. With Delaware and Wash- 
ington State in line, they will need but 
one more affirmative vote. They have 
not given up hope in West Virginia, 
where ahother test vote may be taken 
on “Monday. Two other ‘Republican 
States, Connecticut and Vermont, also 
are to ba heard from. 

“The Republican Party has appar- 
ently. realized its responsibility for: the 
passage or defeat of the suffrage amend- 
ment,” the Woman's Party announced 
tonight. ~. 

“This is the interpretation placed by 
the National ‘Woman's Party leaders’ on 
the call for a special session of ‘the Del- 
aware Legislature issued today by Gov- 
ernor. Townsend. The daté set for the 
session, March 22, is the same as the 
date of the’ special session of the Wash- 
ington Legislature, al#o called to act on 
the suffrage amendment. 

“Governor Townsend had announced 
before issuing the call that he would not 
call a special session until a majority 
of the Legislature were favorable ‘to 
suffrage. ratification. His -action is, 
therefore, interpreted to mean that Del- 
aware will ratify as sdon as-its Legis-

EDWARDS ASSAILS ANDERSON, 


Says Latters Attack on Catholics Is 
Move for Religious Fight. 


ATLANTIC CITY, March ° 6.—Speak- 
ing before the members of ‘the New 
Jersey Legislature at a dinner at thé 
Hotel Breakers’ tonight Governor Ed- 
ward I. Edwards denounced W. H. 
Anderson, Superintendent of the New 
York Anti-Saloon League, for his at- 
tack on the Roman Catholic Church, 
and said the conscience of America was 
being awakened against reactionary 
bigotry. 

“1 am a Protestant and I expect to 

continue to be a Protestant,” declared 
Governor Edwards, “but my blood 
boiled when I read in today’s newspa- 
pers that the spokesman of the Anti- 
Saloon League of New York State, the 
defénder of* prohibition, has attaced the 
august Roman Cattholic Church. 
* “He has not hesitated to attempt to 
arfay the Protestant body of the country 
against their fellow-Americans. He has 
resurrected from the tomb the spectre or 
religious persecution. He has brought 
forth that horrible spirit of intolerance 
which I thought was laid to rest when 
the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States were 
written and he has dared in the name of 
America to attempt to array Protestant 
against Catholic, to array American 
against American, to array in bitter con- 
flict those living in friendship;. amity 
and kindness,and; although of different 
pote working together for America. 

He has ‘attempted, I say, to set them 
with hate against each other, for the 
diabolical purpose of realizing the suc- 
céeas of his own narrow-minded, selfish, 
monty -making fanaticism.

SUPREME COURT GETS 
ANOTHER WET APPEAL 


Kentucky Distilleries Company 
Seeks to Have Decrees Against 
lt Overraled. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The prohi- 
bition amendment and parts of the en- 
forcement act were attacked as uncon- 
stitutional in a brief filed in the Supréme 
Court today by the Kentucky Distilleries 
and Warehouse Company in appeals 
from.

The brief alleges that. the amendment 
invades the sovereign powers expressly

Wholesale Costs Rose’ 22% on the 
Average in a Year. 


Wholesale prices in the aggregate con- 
tinued to advance during the month of 
January, according to information col- 
lected in representative. markets by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
United States Department. of Labor. 
Food products registered a pronounced 
increase, the weighted index number 
rising from 234 in December to 253 in 
January, or. Slightly. more than 8 per 
cent. Lumber and building materials 
showed 7 per cent. increase, cloths and 
clothing nearly. 4% per cent. increase 
and metals and metal products nearly

During the height of yesterday's gale, 


when it was blowing sixty miles an hour 


and seventy-five miles in the squalls, 
accidents occurred in the North River 
to two ocean liners in full view of peo- 
ple standing on the piers and the crowds 
crossing on the ferryboats. The White 
Star. liner Cedric, outbound for Liver- 
pool, with 427 passengers, mails and 
cargo, was hit by a New York Central 
car float loaded with box cars in tow 
of a tugboat with such force that the 
top of thé rudder stock above the pintles 
was broken off and the helm jammed 
hard a-starboard, rendering the big ves= 
sel helpless in the middle of the river. 

She returned to her pier with the aid 
of fifteen tugs and had. two biack balls 
hoisted forward to show that she was 
not under control. The Royal George of 
the Cunard Line, bound in trom South- 
ampton, which had been anchored out- 
side the harbor all night during the hur- 
ricane, which reached a hundred miles 
velocity, came along while the Cedric 
was blocking the river and had to an- 
chor for three hours until the course was 
clear. 

_ Royal George Hits Imperator, 


When the Royal George finally reached 
Pier 54, foot of West Thirteenth Street, 
the wind and tide swung her starboard 
bow against the big counter of the 
Imperator, Iying on the north side of 
the pier, which carried away ten feet 
of the rafl on the bridge deck forward 
of the Royal George and smashed in 
the superstructure, but the damage will 
not prevent the liner sailing on Tues- 
day for Southampton. The only dam- 
age received by the Imperator was the 
loss of several feet of Ker gilt scroll 
around the stern and the rubbing off 
of a part of the coat of arms of the 
City of Hamburg. 

Fourteen first, two second and 150 
third class passengers were transferred 
from the Cedric at Pier 60 to the Cu- 
narder Carmaniea at Pier 56, which was 
held until 11 o’ciock last night for that 
purpose, as the rmjuries to the White 
Star liner may keep her here from four 
to six weeks and necessitate her being 
sent to Boston to be drydodcked.

Some improvement In Car Service 
Reduces Accumulations Banked 
Up tn the Mills,

PITTSBURGH, March 6.—Prospects 
for full production by the:iron and = 
industry. have further improved in 
last ‘ week. Transportation conditions 
are better. There has been an addi- 
tional decrease in the amount of fin- 
ished steel banked up at the, mills, and 
railroad. officials have promised addi- 
tional cars, including stock cars, which 
are-a temporary expedient. Coke pro- 
duction in the Connellsville région last 
week, as reported by The Connellsville 
Courier; was 248,085 tons, an increase of 
12,878 tons over production of the pre- 
ceding week. In) thé case of coal little 
improvement in car supplies has actually 
taken place thus far. Last week two im- 
portant Youngstown steel producers had 
portions of their finishing departments 
idle for two or three days from lack of 
coal, and.one Bessemer department was 
idle for three days. 

It doesnot seem to be generally re- 
alized in the trade what a large output 
js being made. ‘The monthly blast fur- 
nace report of The Iron Age indicates 
that at the beginning of the month. pig 
iron was being made at the rate of 38,- 
550,000 gross tons a year. This,. taking 
the. liberal and perhaps more accurate 


ed estimate of 45,000,000 tons, is 86 per cent. 
jot capacity. The gain over December 


was 28 per cent. February showed an 
average gain of 6 per cént. over that of 
January, which had shown a gain of 15 


" perecent. over December. ‘Thus there has 


been’ a steady arid progressive increase 
in actual pig iron output.

‘Shortage of Labor Threatens 
to Reduce Area and Cur- 
tail Production. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR CITY MEN 


la American ‘Land Service Says They 


Can Help Farmers by Vaca- 
tion Work. 


A shortage of farm. labor and a con- 
sequent diminution of production in New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut is 
indicated in letters received from farmers 
of these States by the American Land 
Service, 32 West Forty-seventh Street.

Constantinople. The forcing of Mitv- 


ahd it would be somewhat strange to see 
LENIN now taking up Mi.uxor?’s issue. 
But it is far from impossible. Constan- 
tinople was thé excuse in getting rid of 
Miukorr; the fundamental reason was 
that he was the strong man in a Govern- 
ment which L®Nin ititended to over- 
throw. Moreover, Lenin seems to be 
how not so much the leader of a world 
révolutionary crusade, whatever his ulti- 
mate intentions may be, as the ruler of 
Russia, and hé May find it expedient for 
& time to pursue a Russian nationalist 
policy. 

Whatever Lenny thinks about it, anti- 
Bolshevist Russians in Washington have 
let it be‘known within the last week that 
they regarded it as somewhat premature 
to settle the fate of Constantinople with- 
out heking Russia. Mr. Lioyp Gronas, 
in his speech defending the decision to 
leave the Turks in the city, said that the 
Russian revolution and the treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk had removed Russia from 
the question. Perhapsdt did legally, but 
if a hundred and twenty-five million peo- 
ple with a tradition of expansion decide 
to themselves in the settlement 
of a question it takes miore than legal 
technicalities. to keep them out. 

The Russian reasons for wanting con- 
trol of the Straits, if not full posses- 
sion at least under a mandate, are set 
forth in a dispatch from Washington to 
Tite Times of last Sunday. The cogency 
of one of them was made plain in the 
recent war; Russian. wheat from the 
great grain fields of the south finds its 
outlet through the Straits. During the 
war Western Europe thought principally 
of its own inconveniente at being de- 
prived of this supply of food; the Rus- 
sians‘naturally think of it as the Block- 
ade of Russian. ports, tionaliza- 
tion and neutralization of the Straits 
would open up the outlét for Russian 
trade, but;.as the Russians ‘point out, if 
the Strdits were neutralized the fleet of 
any Mediterranean Power.at.war with 
Russia could close them, Furthermore, 
“with no forte in the Dardanelles and 
Bosporus. a. Mediterranean fleet. could 
conceivably pass the Straits and threaten 
the Russian Black Sea coast. Defense 
of ‘that coast: would consequently mean 
considerable expenditure for warships 
and fortifications. : 

“Whatever persons at a distance may 
think of thei, these are strong argu- 
, ments tg @ Russian. It is true that with 
the fall:of the Romanorrs the old idea 
of the Russian Czar-as sudcessor to the 
Emperor of Constantinople has fallen, 
too, and the old imperialism which made 
the British so inveterately hostile to Rus- 
sian influence at Constantinople has also 
fallen. It may revive in a new form at

Rosmrtson, writing upon “Marion Craw- 
ford-in Rome,” arouses. grateful memo- 
ries in the perhaps too Victorian bosoms 
of many, chronic readers of novels for 
pleasure, and of many others who. have 
traveled in or have an especial fondness 
for Italy.

One looks back with regret to his 
old’-Roman honie among the orange trees’ 
and cypresses, the vanished casino of the 


gian times, still how can his old readers 
be sure that they are‘ not melancholy 
survivors of a dwindling band?

. New Conditions... 


Once the présent abnormal condition 
pot business has passed in the textile 
lines, it will be interesting to see just 
what changes have occurred in the. basis 
of operations in the woolen industry. 
According .to representatives: of that 
business, there has beén a. considerable 
Levolution: in cost- finding methods toward 
& much improved system. The hap-+ 
hazard guesses of five years back have 
been repiaced by a proper analysis of 
costs that enables ‘price ‘making to be 
done with some assurance of accuracy. 

Just what effect the improved cost- 


tion and prices-.remains to be seen when 
the trade situation becomes more settled. 
According to expert opinion; however, 
there is certain to be less ‘* wild-cat+ 
ting,’’ or selling’ bélow true costs, than 
formerly. At the same time, it seems 
logical to those who have studied con- 
ditions that prices will. be generally 
lower owing to the. fact, as one mii 
representative pointed out, that the miills 
will have to “‘ cut price corners sharply. 
and not make the wide turns their previ- 
ous ignorancé of costs made necessary.”’ 

Not so.many years ago the English 
method of computing costs appeared td 
be the favorite system of the milis in 
this country. ‘This method was ideal 
from the ‘standpoint of simplicity, . but 
left a good deal to be desired where ac- 
curacy —* concerned.

The weaving charge is now ap some+ 
where in the neighborhood of ar 23 
cents a yard, and in its climb it not

Mr. Kent has found the thin air ofthe 
north as stimulating to his poetic intelli- 
gence, He thinks more profoundly, sees 
more Clearly, ahd gives his imagirfiation 
more vigorous.play than when‘he paint- 
ed in a different latitude. His con- 
scelousness of life has been intensified, 
and he has achieved a more masculine 
energy of style in these landscapes with 
their broad, sharply defined planes, their 
deep,. untrouhled color, their austere 
structure.

This extrava 
fs chiefly exhibited in the purchase of 
high-priced furniture, jewelry, pianos, 
Pphonographs, gowns, footwear and furs, 
@nd in the incessant resort. of. them- 
selves and their- families to moving 
pictures, theatres and shops. for candie 
_ @rinks and dear fruits. It cannot be 
- that people who spend their monéy in 
this way are in any need of higher 
Wages, Lay erica they keep striking 
for them.

“ pasic ’’ éight-hour day, the formid- 
able threat they used’ so successfully 
was that they would tie up the entire 

railroad transportation throughout the. 
country. .Ever. since that noteworthy 
performance many millions of thinking 
Americans have been’ considering 
whether any ‘small group of labor lead- 
ers, even if they did lead 500,000 men, 
Ought to possess such~ a power. over the 
lives. and fortunes of the hurtdred mill- 
tons of Americans, The Adamson law 
proved to be a law, nat, to shorten 
hours, but to enable railroad men: to 
earn very high wages by working over- 
timé at one and 2 half or double rates. 
It was to increase the pay $f: railroad 
employes that the raliroad brotherhoods 
threatened’ to stop all American indus- 
tries and trade, and distress all Amer- 
ican families ‘arid institutions of re- 
ligion, education and charity which, de- 
pend on the railroads to bring them 
food and fuel. 

The chanees are that sound public 
opinion in the United States has decided 
already that in the interest of the entire 
conimunity no grqup or class ought to 
possess such a power. ‘ 

‘Ameritan thinking-about strikes has 
also been greatly stimulated and altered 
by the, ‘active efforts ‘which the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has lately 
made to organize labor..in 7, rious call- 
ings or — occupations which have. thus far 
rejected: trade unionism, and to bring 
the unions formed» therein under the 
éontrol of the federation. ‘These efforts 
have -been ‘successful in many cases 
within the last three years, so that, the 
American. public: has seen unions char- 
tered”. by. the federation: among musl · 
cians, actors; » policemen, firémen, en- 
gineers for. puthping public water sup- 
plies, and public, school ‘teachers, and 
they have, had opportunity to witness 
the effects of strikes in some jsuch oc- 
cupations or seryices. The prompt ef- 
fects. of strikes by poli¢emeh, firemen 
arid engineers employed by public water 
boards have convinced the‘: great ma- 
jority. of the American people that 
strikes aré and ought,.to,be inadmissi- 
ble in such services. The movement of 
Ameriean «opinion fn tills , direction, is 
wellenigh universal. 

Nevertheless, the recognized leaders of 


—— organized labor, including the officers of. 


the American Federation of Labor and 
the heads of the.railroad brotherhoods, 
do not accept, as-a rule, this verdict of 
public: opinion, in which mary of their 
own rank and file cordially join. Here 
is ‘a potent reason for some of the: new 
reflections among thinking men and 
women about strikes and government 
by strikes.

The first industrial conference called 
by: President Wilson, -the conference 
which sat from Oct, 6 to Oct. .24, 1919, 
was called ““for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the’ ldbor situation in thé cotintry 
and.the possibility of formulating plans 
for the development of a new pation 
ship between capital and labor’ This 
conferenée was, unfortunately, though 
perhaps inevitably, organized. in. three 
groups representing, ively, labor, 
capital and the public, and its impor- 
tant committees were constituted in like 
manner. ‘The rules it hastily adopted— 
they, had apparently been prepared by 
some private committee before the con* 
ference * met—prescribed that every vote 
should be taken by ‘groups, and that all 
three groups must goncur.in every valid 
decision of the conference. A majority 
of the number ‘of ‘methbers in any one 
group cduld, therefore, prevent action 
by the ‘conference on any subject. 

As a conséquence of fts-original struct- 
ure.and the nature of its own rules the 
conferencé heyer paid evena moment's 
atterition to ‘ formulating plans for the 
development of: a thew relationship be- 
tween . capital and: jabor.”’ It fought 
anew over subjects of past conflict bes 
tween capital and labor, the existing 
steel. strike and some other threatened 
or iminineiit strikes, but never gave a 
thought to the bringing in of any “ new 
relationship between capital and labor.” 
In eighteen days it convinced ‘its own 
members and the public that it was an 
impotent ahd hopeless assemblage, and 
it apbarently convinced ident Wil- 

son that the three-group cture of an 
indystrial conference was not a wise or 
promising one. At any. rate, he organ-

The 
general committee _whos¢ function “it 
was ta preparé ‘the measure selected by 
them for consideration’ by the confer- 
encé; being constityted ‘in ‘the ‘ “‘three- 
group form, nevér recommended for dis- 
cussion in. :the -conference a single 
measure relating. to the future. : 

. The proceedings of the Pregident’s 
first industrial conferénce therefdre sug- 
gest emphatically that“in boards of tri- 
bunals intended to make settlements of 
industrial disputes the) disputants them- 
‘selves, far from sitting on the bench, 
should only be represented: by counsel 


pear as witnesses only. > To have sug- 
gested that is a rea] contribution to the 
cause of industrial peace. Another con- 
tribution was the, revelation, through 
several warm declarations made by labor 
members, of the hostility of organized 
labor to’ all forms of co-operative man- 
agement, such as shop committees,:-com- 
pany unions, and stated conferences, of 
managers, foremén, and elected’ repre- 
sentatives of the wholy body of work- 
men in a singlé plant. These methods 
or measures, which are engaging the 
attention of many progressive employ- 
ers, are anathema to organized labor, or 
at least to the leaders. they now recog- 
nize. 
* av. 

The President's sécond ‘industrial con- 
ference issued on Dec. 19 a preliminary 

atement concerning its work up to that 
date, for which it asked a ‘‘ considerate 
study by interested individuals and or- 
ganizations throughout the country.’’ 
This statement opens with a page and a 
half called “‘ introduction,’’ Which is ap- 
parently the work of several. hands, 
since the proposals and hopes of the 
conference are stated in different pas- 
sages, no® only in different terms but 
in a different spirit. 

Thus, it is said that the conference 
“believes that its most. important im: 
mediate contribution is the suggestion 
ot “practical measures which will serve 
to avert or. postpone industrial con- 
fliets,’ and that it is ‘ * gaing to confine 
itself to the proposal of machinery for 
the adjustment of disputes.” On the 
other hand, the confegencesalso expresses 
its belief that “ it is possible te set up 
a-more effective series of tribunals for 
the adjustment ot . disputes than at 
Present exists’; byt before describing, 
under Section I1., its plan tor boards of 
inquiry and adjustment, it blandly de- 
clares that its plan "‘ does not propose to 
do away with the ultimate right to 
strike, to discharge, or to maintain the 
closed or open shop.”’ In other words, 
its plan is not to deal.fundamentally and 
at once. with the -evils which are dis- 
turbing the great American industries 
and threatening Very untimely reduc- 
tion of production, but rather\to pro 
vide better means than any which now 
exist of settling disputes between capital 
and labor regarded. as perpetual an- 
tagonists, and ‘at least to procure pub- 
licity for dangerous disputes before 
actual: war on each other ‘and the com- 
munity shall be permitted ‘to bréak ‘out. 
Its hope\or expectation; about the work- 
ing ofthe tribunals -it--recommends is 
that through their actioff ‘‘ the {inter- 
ruption of production shall be delayed.” 

The prime. recommendation’ by ‘the 
conference if the. appointment of a na- 
tional industrial tribunal as a “board of 
appeal. This tribunal is to be made up 
of three. representatives of employers, 
three, representatives. of: employes, and 
three’ persons to be.appointed by the 
President as representatives of.the pub- 
Me's interests: This is the same struct- 
ure which made the first industrial con- 
ference a futile body. It is to the: —

agreement by both sides that. they will 
continue, or re-establish and continue, 
the status that existed at the time the 
dispute arose.’’ The public may therefore 
expect some advantage from the delay 
necessarily involved ‘in the proceedings 
before. first the regional boards arid 
then the national tribunak This result 
would be in accordance with the ‘modest 
hope: expressed, by the conference fn the 
introduction that it may suggest meds- 
ures ‘‘ which will serye to avert or eens 
pone industrial -conflicts.”’ : 

Many persons who have. come to be- 
Weve that the present industrial strife -is 
détritnental. to the great majority of the 
American , public," and ought to “be 
studied and treated’in that interest only, 
were hoping: that the second industrial 
conference would accept a larger func- 
tion than. this delaying of industrial 
conflicts.. They have been hoping that 
the conference would recommend. that 
all industrial. tribunais should invariably 
represent the public only, that the dis- 
putants may each employ its own counsel 
to present {ts case, and that the actual 
disputants, the employers on one side 
and the employes on. the other, should 
appear only as witnesses. To disinter- 
ested. observers of the industrial strife 
as conducted during the last twenty 
years this seems far the best way to 
diminish the number of industrial dis- 
putes, to settle them justly, and to pro- 
tect the mass of the people from ‘the 
losses and sufferings which the crude 
and outgrown methods of conducting in- 
dustrial @nflicts now inflict: upon them. 
It'is probable that a strong majority of 
thé American people are .already  pre- 
pared to advocate and support tribunals 
of that character. 

Section IV. of thé statement issued by 
thej.second industrial confetence inspires 
the hope that the conference will ulti- 
mately recommend ‘sound - legislative 
measures to secure the continuous opera- 

n of all public utilities. This section 

oints out that the continuous operation 
of public utilities is vital to public wel- 
fare, and‘ that the suspension of any of 
them produces ": practically social and 
economic anarchy.’’ The following 
statement is especially encouraging, that 
the present treatment of public utilities, 
such as railw of all sorts, and gas, 
light, and poWer companies, by both 
Legislatures. and exécutives, works seri- 
ous harm to the general public—‘ the in- 
terruption in such essential. public utili- 
tles is intolerable.” 

In Section'V., which relates to Govern- 
ment employes, there is_another hopeful 
statement to the effect that no Govern- 
ment employes who are concerned with 
the ‘administration of justice or the 
fmaintenance of public safety or public 


water supplies should be, permitted : to} 


join or retain-membership in any organ- 
ization which authorizes. 
strikes or which is affiliated with any 
organization which uses the strike: Ai 
other important sentence is to the ef-

During. the war the labor union leaders 
succeeded. tn forcing Wages to an un- 
precedented height in all industries con+ 
nected ‘with the sypply ef war materials 
and with the nieans of transportation by 
land or. water, but did not attempt to 
stimulate tO zealous work the men and 
women who received these High wages. 


— 
Since peace came the labor leaders 


manifest no disposition either to disuse’ 


strikes or to €ncourage faithful work. 
On the other hand, employers have un- 
dergone in many parts of the country, 
and in many industries, a considerable 
change of mind concerning the right 
relations between capital and labor, and 
are prépared to study, and to adopt 
after study, methods of management and 
regulation which, if well carried. out, 
ought to revive in the working class as 
a whole -the spirit of ambition,, co- 
operation and efficiency. The first of 
these methods is co-operative manage- 
ment, the best effect of which is to 
give the intelligent workman, who takes 
part in the management; the sense ‘that 
the works in which he is employed are 
because ‘he “is in. part re- 
sponsible for their successful manage- 
ment and is to share in the profits 


which better management will produce.. 


This. sense of responsibility imparts 
a new interest to his working life.. He 
wants, to contribute to the stoppigg of 
wastes and to the making of improve- 


‘ments, ah@ particularly to the better di- 


rection or conduct of each mari’s or 
woman's work, so that it shall possess 
“greater. variéty.and some element | of 
progress as years go on. In short, it 
enables him, as President Wilson said, 
** to feel himself induced to put forth his 
best efforts.”” It mikes it possible for 
him to have some joy in work. It gives 
him a chance to work in a factory with 
something of the content that the skill- 
ful handworker feels, and has always 
felt, in the process and product of his 
work. 

Intelligent empleyers are also taking 
new interest in presenting to the .minds 
of their employes a good chance for 
a better reward of their labors year by 
year, not regularly or monotonously, 
but in the long run, or on the average. 
This isthe object | of profit sharing in 
all industries which are. conducted- for 
a profit. It is, of course, necessary to 
any good effect. of a profit-sharing 
scheme that it shall always be a hope 
or a confident expectation of an. addi- 
tional profit in the year current, or the 
six months to come, rather than a divi- 
‘dend declared on the proceedings of 
six months past. This, again, is in the 
direction of ._President ‘Wilson’s hope 
that the workman will ¥ feel himself 
induced, to put forth his best efforts.’

IT cannét gee that Italy has any just

Oppose Application of Mahufactur- 
ere Seeking Permission to Erect 
Two Twenty-Story Bulldings. : 


Considerable opposition developed this 
week to the plan whereby ‘the garment 
‘workers would move out of the Fifth 
Avenue sone into the new manufactur- 
“ying centre to be created along Seventh 
Avenué,. south of Thirty-eighth Street. 
The principal objection, voicéd by Frank 
J. Cassidy, who owns considerable front- 
age in the Seventh Avenue settion, and 
supported by numerous other interésted 
owners, raises the question as to wheth- 
er it le & wise move to: establish cloth- 
ing factorie® in such proximity to Times 
Square. 

Disoussing the plan of the Save New 
York Committee calling for thé erection 
of & series of sixteén-story manufactur- 
ing lofts that would eventually occupy 
the entire. blocks bounded by ‘Thirty- 
sixth and Thirty-eighth Streets, Seventh 
and Eighth Avenues, Mr. Cassidy saidg 

“I am wondering if the committee is 
not making an error in consenting to the 
plan of the proposed buildings for the 
néedie trades on Seventh Avenue, from 
Thirty-sixth to Thirty-cighth 
Heretofore there has been very little 
“‘nuigance from these trades north of 
Thirty-fourth Street. They aré now 
putting them two blocks west of Fifth 
" Avenue, pdjacent to the most importan: 
retail centre occupied ‘bv the foremost 
houses of the country. The distance of 
two blocks 4s. but a step. As a.matter 
of fact, won't the nuisance be just af 
great in this vicinity as in the territor; 
it now invades? Who ‘will keep the 
hordes of workers from the streets be- 
tween Thirty-fourth and Forty-second 


. Street from Seventh Avenue east? 


“It would seem, to me. that these 
buildings should be located south of 
Thirty-fourth Street if they are to ac- 
complish: the purpose intended, and it 
Woltld seem that they should be on the 
cast side and not the ‘est side, since 
most of the workers live southeast of 
this point. These factories should not 
be located #0 that the area desired to be 
restricted should come right ‘betweer.
